EDUCATE A WIFE 

In Business and Household Duties 
to Make a Happy Home. 

I am strongly ot the opinion that 
woman need to be taught their business. 
We have heard with a persistent reit- 
eration that home is a woman's pla>e. 
I believe it with all my heart ; but the 
business of the house is the last thing 
that she is usually taught. 

What does it involve? 

First, some sort of knowledge of 
commercial life, the power ot buying 
and selling, ot keeping accurate and 
orderly accounts, of understanding 
how to govern and superintend ser- 
vants; and much superintendence can 
never be undertaken sive by one who 
nndeistands what her work should be 
and how it should be done. 

In these times when it is difficult 
in England and in America toacquire 
good servants, this seems to me to he 
essentially the business of the woman 
who makes her home her first care. 

Again, there is another very impor- 
tant side to the business of a woman's 
life, and that is the art of wholesome 
appetizing cookery. 

I suppose we have in mind when- 
ever we think of this subject many 
instances of home that have been 
practically turned on account ol the 
utter carelessness which woman saow 
for this special department of the 
homekeeper. 

Men suffer, chilfreu suffer, the 
household suffers, and it is generally 
mainly due to the fact that when a girl 
marries she has not the remotest idea 
how an omelet Is made or a cutlet 
cooked. 

A lew dainties turned out ot a chaf- 
ing dash worm, prcbtbly her entire 
knowledge of the culinary art and in 
consequence ot this great omission in 
women's eduction, both in England 
and in America, the custom is ob- 
taining of living in a hotel Instead of 
making a home. 

From every point of view I depre- 
cate the habit. I grieve to see all 
over this country the Immense palace 
hotels opening everywhere. I think 
it sets a wrong standard of existence.

Revenue Officers Capture Fine 
Moonshine Outfit. 

General Deputy * Reynolds and 
Special Guafrer Selby Make a 
Midnight Visit to a Camp 

in Hardin County.

Elizabethtown, May 16— General 
Deputy Charles O. Reynolds and 
Special Gauger Ben Selby, of the In- 
ternal Revenue Service, raided, a 
moonshine still in the Cecllian neigh- 
borhood, this county, Saturday night 
about midnight and captured one of 
the most complete illicit distilling 
outfits ever seen in this section. 

The moonshine camp was in a deep 
hollow some distance from the road, 
and many miles from a railway or 
settlement. Messrs. Reynolds and 
Selby waited until well into the night 
before making the raid, hoping to 
find the moonshiners at work and 
make a complete capture. 

A local guide accompanied the offi- 
cers sb far aa he dared go, and point- 
ed out a faint firelight through the 
treea some distance up the hollow. 

Messrs. Reynold and Selby can- 
tlonaly approached the camp, expect- 
ing to anrprlae the moonshiners 
and take them prisoners, but the 
breaking of a fallen bongh over 
which they stumbled, alarmed 
the law breakers and sent 
them scampering through the woods 
to some safe retreat. There were two 
of them and the raiders called on them 
to snneadcr, hot with good legs, the 



cover of darkness and a knowledge of 
j surroundings, the moonshiners were 
too foxy to give themselves up. 

The moonshine outfit was captured 
and dlstroyed. The copper still wa9 
first-class in every respect and every- 
thing was in good order for a big run 
of “Mountain Dew." About 6oo gal- 
lons ol beer and a quantity of supplies 
were found and thrown away. 

After demolishing the outfit and 
finding that a search for the moon- 
shiners would be hopeless, Reynolds 
and Shelby drove to Cecllian and 
caught an early Sunday morning 
train to Louisville.
